AMERICAN SOCIETY OF CIVIL BNGINEERS.—The 
headquarters of the society at its Washington convention, 
May 20-23, will be at Willard’s Hotel. Transportation 
arrangements for one and one-third fare on the certificate 
plan have been made. It is possible that a special train 
may be run from New York. The local committee has 
arranged for a number of talks on engineering work in 
the District of Columbia by local members, and in addi 
tion there will be a reception by the President of the 
United States, trips to Cabin John Bridge, to the Navy 
Yard, etc. The technical programme of the convention 
will cover six topical discussions, as follows: (1) In con- 
tract work, either public or private, is it preferable to 
make separate contracts for the different branches of 
trades involved, or to combine all under one genera! con 
tract? (2) Is it possible and desirable to keep accounts of 
work in progress in such a manner as to ascertain unit 
costs on each class of work? (3) Is steel susceptible of 
being made as permanent a building material as masonry” 
(4) In view of the numerous disasters caused by the con 
tracting of channels, or the damming of small streams 
should non-navigable streams be under the control of the 
National Government? (5) Should the National Govern 
ment undertake the construction and operation of irriga 
tion works? (6) Should engineering practice be reguiated 
by a code of ethics? If so, how can such a code be 
established? 

PACIFIC NORTHWEST SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS. 

A short note giving the names of the officers of this 
society appeared in Engineering News of April 17. The 
society was organized at a meeting held at the Chamber 
of Commerce rooms, Seattle, Wash., on the evening of 
April 12, about 100 engineers being present. It is ex- 
pected to develop the society, as indicated by {ts name, to 
bring together the engineers of the Northwest States. 
Washington, Oregon, Idaho, Montana, Alaska and poss!i- 
bly also British Columbia, are all expected to be repre- 
sented in the society. The headquarters will be at Seattle 
The constitution adopted outlines the society's work and 
make-up as follows: Stated meetings shall be held and a 
library formed for the use of members. There wil! be 
three grades of members—members, associate members, 
and associates. In addition to these, honorary members 
may be elected by unanimous vote. Members shall be 
civil, electrical, mechanical, mining, or military engineers, 
with at least five years’ experience, or else a technica] 
degree and one year of experience. Students of engineer- 
ing and others who intend to adopt engineering as their 
profession and are ineligible for membership may become 
associate members. Any others who may desire connec 
tion with the society may become associates. Only mem- 
bers shall have the right to vote. The annual dues will 
be $8 for members, $4 for associate members and asso- 
ciates. The society will become a member of the Asso 
ciation of Engineering Societies. Regular meetings will 
be held on the evening of the first Saturday of each month. 

AMERICAN INSTITUTE OF ELECTRICAL ENGI- 
NEERS.—At the meeting of April 25 the subject for dis- 
eussion was ‘‘Electric Elevators, Electric Hoists, and 
Telpherage.’’ The subject was opened by President Stein 
metz with a series of interesting remarks, in which he 
drew attention to some ways of viewing the subject that 
are not usually considered. He primarily assigned the 
subject matter to the class of intermittent electric service 
Electric elevator work is closely allied to electric rail 
roading, with a motion in vertical direction instead of hori 
zontal. Some important distinctions must be kept in 
mind. In railroading the motion is on a level or on slight 
inclines, speed of operation is not limited by fixed con 
ditions (or at least has very high limits), and the problem 
depends to only small extent on variations in load. As a 
result the problem of starting and accelerating is of more 
weight than the problem of running; further, the problem 
of control against irregular motion, such as running 
away, is of very little moment. On the other hand, ele- 
vator service constantly operates against a gravity load, 
the speed is limited to a low value, the load influences 
operation considerably; the questions of power, etc., in 
running therefore are important, while starting and ac 
celeration are minor considerations. Further, the problem 
of control is of very great importance, and braking action 
must be well considered. Thus, very naturally, the series 
moter best meets the requirements of railroad work, while 
the shunt motor, with possibly some series winding, or 
else the alternating current induction motor, are proper 
in elevator work. Referring to the hydraulic elevator, 
we find here a very steady and reliable motor, but un- 
fortunately one of very low efficiency. Assuming a con- 
stant supply pressure, the same volume of water is re 
quired for the same travel whether the ioad be light or 
heavy. All attempts to make the operation of the hy 
draulic elevator more economical have only shown that 
there is no practicable means of accomplishing this result 

Mr. Geo. F. Sever then read in abstract a paper entitled 

‘Power Consumption of Electric Elevators with Alternat- 

ing and Direct Current Motors,"’ which gave the results 
of tests made on a number of electric elevator plants by 

three of the senior students at Columbia College. The 
results showed the direct current motors to have consid- 
erable advantage as regards power consumed. A second 
paper by Mr. C. M. Clark, on ‘‘Telpherage,’’ was read in 
abstract. It outlined the possibilities and wide range of 
application of this system of handling materials. In dis 
cussion on Mr. Sever’s paper, Mr. J. D. Ihider pointéd out 
that the paper treated only of the power side of elevator 
work; the real problem is that of control and ease oi 
handling, and here the alternating current motor stands 
in a much worse position relative to the direct current 
motor than it does in the matter of power. He further 
brought out that tn by far the larger number of elevators 
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low limiting speeds prevail, and that parallel to this the 
acceleration might and should be kept as low as possible. 
Mr. A. V. Abbott emphasized the value of elevator motor 
service as a day load for central stations. He thought 
that on the score of convenience and reliability, which 
was of almost more importance than power consumption, 
the alternating current motor might ultimately prove the 
preferable. The matter of reliability or ‘‘hardiness’’ of 
motors was alluded to by a number of other speakers. 
The consensus of opinion seemed to be that both types of 
motors were very substantial and hardy as built to-day, 
and that particularly the direct current motor was most 
remarkably insensible to inattention and abuse.

THE UTILITY OF AN ACADEMIC EDUCATION for 
Young Men who have to Earn their Own Living and 
who Expect to Pursue a Commercial Life An In- 
vestigation. By R. T. Crane, President of the Crane 
Co., of Chicago. Published by the author. Paper; 5 
x ins.; pp. 70. 


There is a good deal of instruction and amusement in 
this little booklet. Its compiler is imbued with the idea 
that a lot of youths are now wasting time in the pursuit 
of academic studies in high schools and colleges, because 
these studies will not be of direct aid to them in earning 
a living when they go into business. To test the correct- 
ness of this idea he sent out circular letters of inquiry 
to college presidents, business men and college graduates, 
and the replies received are summarized and commented 
upon in this pamphlet. We commend it as well worth 
careful reading by anyone interested in matters educa- 
tional. Mr. Crane does not oppose the academic train- 
ing for those who can afford it. His contention is that 
boys who have their own way to make in the world un- 
aided, should not be misled into an expenditure of time 
and money which they cannot afford. Most educators will 
probably disagree with him, but they ought to read his 
book and get at his point of view for that very reason.
